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Village" Housing  Concept  Backed— Procedure  Remains  in  Doubt 


"But  how  is  it  going  to  be  ac- 
complished?" 

That's  the  chief  question  raised 
at  the  half-dozen  public  discussions 
held  so  far  on  the  new  "village" 
housing'  proposals  delineated  in 
great  detail  last  month  by  the  hous- 
ing sub-committee  of  the  Prince- 
ton Regional  Planning  Board. 

The  final  public  gathering  will 
be  held  this  Saturday  (10  a.m.  !  at 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  John  and 
Green  Streets.  Everyone  is  invited 
to  come  and  ask  questions. 

At  the  meeting,  Planning  Board 
members   will   explain  the   village 

Elan.  Basically,  it  suggests  that 
v  1990,  Princeton  ideallv  should 
be  a  communitv  of  villages,  each 
holding  about  1,600  to  4,000  people, 
each  with  small  stores,  a  school,  a 
community  center  and  a  mixture  of 
high,  middle  and  low-income 
homes. 

Perhaps  because  it's  a  20-year 
plan,  and  because  plans  and  pro- 
posals, especially  in  Princeton,  arc 
notoriously  slow  to  become  reality. 
the  six  public  hearings  so  far  have 
attracted  onlv  about  200  people. 
The  Planning  Board  has  written  to 
99  organizations,  inviting  H|in - 
sentatives  to  come,  and  offering 
special  meetings  if  it  isn't  possible 
to  send  anybodv.  So  far.  only  two 


groups  have  replied  to  that  invita- 
tion: the  real  estate  agents  and  the 
lawyers. 

Developers  and  real  estate  agents 
have,  in  iact,  paid  attention  to  the 
housing  proposals  and  have  been 
asking  questions  at  meetings.  Bene- 
dict Yedlin,  the  developer  who  mav 
be  constructing  public  housing  on 
Mt.  Lucas  Road;  real  estate  agents 
Charles  Freericks,  Ridgely  Cook  of 
Abbott  and  Cook,  and  T.  S.  Peyton 
of  Peyton  Callaway;  William  Brow- 
er,  a  Mt.  Lucas  Road  resident  who 
is  a  leader  in  opposing  Mr.  Yedlin's 
public  housing;  George  Cook.  Karl 
Pettit  and  J.  Dudley  Clark,  owners 
of  land  which  might  be  suitable  for 
development  into  villages  —  all 
have  attended  the  informal  Plan- 
ning Board  presentations. 

It  is  reported  that  one  real-estate 
broker  uTOte  the  Planning  Board 
to  say  "a  great  start"  has  been 
made,  and  a  large  land-owner  has 
also  commended  the  board,  and 
offered  his  help. 


At  the  six  public  meetings, 
people  generally  have  agreed  with 
the  approach  and  with  thi 
concept,  lint  they  have  1 
skeptical  about  how  it  can  be  done, 
Audiences,  and  board  members 
themselves,  want  answers  to  these 
questions 

Is    it    financially    possible    fur    a 
developer,  in  Princeton,  i. 
the    kind    of    high-rruddle-low-in- 
come  mix  the  planners  want  in  each 
village? 

Mow  do  you  keep  this  mix,  once 
vou  achieve  it?  Without  a  govern- 
ment subsidy,  how  can  you  make 
sure  privately-owned  housing 
doesnt  increase  both  in  purchase 
price  and  in  rentals,  as  turnover 
occurs? 

How  can  municipal  government 
change  the  system  so  the  owner 
of  an  older  house  won't  be 
penalized  by  increased  taxes  when 
he  improves  his  home?

An  unexpected,  almost  melo- 
dr.im.itn.-  statement  '  r  o  m 
ird  member  George 
Fittgerald  Tuesday  night  near- 
ly shut  the  door  of  the  Prince- 
ton High  School  principal's  ot- 
Geonge  Petrillo. 

But  Mr.  Petrillo  squeaked 
through  anyway,  and  by  a  S-4 
vote,  was  appointed  principal 
He  succeeds  Dr.  Patricia 
Wertheimer. 

By  a  7-2  vole,  Virginia  Euell 
was  appointed  principal  of  the 
Middle  School.  She  succeeds 
Thornton  Grove. 

It  mi  known  early  Tuesday 
that  a  majority  of  the  board 
would  approve  Mr.  Petrillo  in 
the  post,  and  Superintendent 
Philip  E.  MePhereon  so  in- 
formed the  press.  However.  It 
was  not  expected  that  the  ma- 
jority would  be  so  close,  and 
as  the  parliamentary  machin- 
ery for  the  vote  was  being  set 
u-3.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  made  bis 
announcement:

When  the  board  returned, 
members  voted  on  Mr  Petril 
lo's  appointment  without  forth- 
er  comment.  His  supporters 
were  Mrs.  Fox,  Philip  Cruick- 
shank,"  William  Man-el,  Gail 
Pietr  inferno  and  Winthrop 
Pike,  Eric  Craig,  Joan  Doig, 
Judy  Getis  and  Mr.  Fitzger- 
ald voted  against  him.

Presbyterians  probably  were 
settled  in  Princeton  by  the 
late  USOOs,  but  they  had  no 
building  of  their  o*n  until 
1764.

I  hope  every- 
body remembers  this  when 
they  vote  for  an  eight  million 
dollar  High  School.  (Or  does 
a  public  bond  issue  in  some 
mysterious  way  take  the  onus 
oft  the  citizenry?) 

To  get  onto  a  different  tack, 
Why  not  make  sure  all  the 
children  can  read  well  before 
they  get  to  High  School,  since 
this  has  been  cited  and  I  am 
sure  accurately  as  a  condition 
leading  to  their  distraction  and 
lack  of  interest  in  their  work. 

How  much  more  solid  Itiat 
would  be  than  building  a  Med- 
ia Center  full  or  fabulously  ex- 
pensive gadgetry  unsuitable 
for  any  but  the  most  mature 
and  gited  young  oeople  and 
far  in  excess  of  what  the  aver- 
age High  School  student  needs. 
They  do  need  to  read  with 
ease  however. 

I  hear  that  they  give  fourth 
grade  children  in  some  schools 
lessons  in  simple  Geology  and 
Biology  from  books  of  which 
they  are  unable  to  read  the 
text.
